see the following: 


+ Wear loose, light and informal clothing. 


+ Keep the blinds closed when the sun is on your side of the 
building to prevent heating. 


+ Open the blinds and turn off the lights when the sun is on 
another side of the building to keep it cool and to save 
electricity. 


+ Turn out lights during momentary absences. Tests prove it 
conserves. 


+ Use office machines such as copiers and typewriters less, 
and when not in use, turn them off. 
+ Remember! Energy savings = $ savings.
